McKenzie once reigned as the "King 
of Hie Missouri”; hi Bent's Fort on 
the Arkansas Cid. William Bent en­ 
joyed almost unchallenged sover­ 
eignty over the vast territory along 
Hie Santa Fe trail; but the greatest 
uncrowned monarch of them all was 
Dr. John McLaughlin, officially chief 
factor fur the Hudson's Bay com­ 
pany In Oregon but spoken of fur 
and wide as the “Emperor of the 
West,” a benevolent despot who for 
22 years ruled over an empire 44)0,- 
000 square miles in extent, of which 
his post, Fort Vancouver, Wash., 
was Hie capital. 
From 1670 to 1816, Though the**- 
leth ally belonging to Great Britain, 
the Pacific northwest was domi­ 
nated by the Hudson's Buy com­ 
pany. From 1816 to 1846. under the 
terms of the Treaty of Ghent, this 
vast territory was under the joint 
occupancy of Great Britain and the 
United States hut in reality the 
word of the II. B. O. was the law. 
and the Hudson’s Bay did not look 
any too kindly upon American Inter 
lopers. 
’Hie one exception was Dr. 
McLougldiii to whom we owe an 
otoriia] debt of gratitude. 
* Fort Vancouver was the result of 
the merger in 18*21 of the Northwest 
company, which laid put John Jacob 
Astor’s Pacific Fur company out of 
business on Hie Uolumbla, with the 
Hudson’s Bay company, which had 
in turn crushed the opposition of 
Hie Northwest organization.

Loughlln was an employee of the 
Northwest company hut after the 
coalition he was retained by the II. 
ll. 
as chief factor for the Oregon 
country.

White c h ie f’ and his power over

Time and again 
ie saved American missionaries and 
american settlers from massacre 
a* from starving when they arrived 
n the new country.

IIls- 
oryg is full of the legend that War­ 
m s Whitman saved Oregon to the 
United States.
